Connick Hits 
Garrison on 
Bail Boncls ^ 

District attorney candidate 
Harry Connick charged today 
that "the negligence of Jim 
Garrison has cost the taxpayers 
of New Orleans $650,000 in for- 
feited hail bonds*” 

Connick, addressing students 
at Tulane University Law 
School, said in the period from 
Garrison’s office allowed 
the Maryland National Insur- 
ance Company to run up more 
than $725,000 in forfeited bail 
bonds.” 

"Garrison did this with full 
knowledge that Maryland Na- 
tional has only £70,000 on de* 
posit with the state of Louisiana 
and that its assets in other 1 
states are hopelessly tied up,” 
Connick charged, 

CONNICK SAID Garrison can i 
get the $70,000 Mainland Na- ] 
tioarai has in Louisiana only * 
after a long court fight and that 
any effort to collect the other ■ 
$650,000 from other states will ! 
require years of court battle 
with an uncertain conclusion. 

“That $650,000 belongs to the 
taxpayers of New Orleans,” 
Connick said* "How many po- 
licemen could the dty hire with 
$650,000? How many services, 
now lacking, could the city pro- 
vide with $650,000?” 
j In effect, Garrison has al- 
lowed Maryland National to 
run up a debt of $720,000 to the 
taxpayers of New Orleans and 
now, through negligence, is go- 
ing to have to let them get 
away scot-free.” 

CONNICK SAID the $720,000 
also represents "hundreds of 


professional crimlnals-robbers 
burglars, dope peddlers, rap- 
ists and chdd-molesters^who 
were permitted to go free on 
these bonds and never showed 
up for trial.” 

Connick told of an alleged 
dope peddler named Leopold 
Cimino, arrested in New Or- 
leans with heroin worth £50,000, 
permitted to go free by Gar- 
rison on a $10,000 bond* Cimino 
fled and has not been heard of 
since, said Connick. 

“If I had been district attor- 
ney, I would have requested a 
$1 million bond and compro- 
mised for a ?1OO,0M bond,” Con- 
nick said* 

The DA candidate told the 
law students they have a spe- 
cial responsibility in the district 
attorney’s race. 

"YOU, OF ALL people, have 
a special interest in the fair 
administration of justice. Gar- 
rison was elected to be an at- 
torney, representing the peo- 
ple, and he has failed, allow- 
ing the guilty to go free while 
persecuting the innocent on the 
basis of evidence that juries 
quickly disposed of.” 

Connick said he was referring 
to Garrison’s charges in the 
past that eight Criminal Court, 
judges were under the control 
of racketeers, that the mem- 
bers of the Pardon Board sold 
pardons, and that Clay Shaw 
was guilty of conspiring to kill* 
President Kennedy. 

"Garrison made all of these 
charges and proved none of 
them* In every instance, juries 
and judges found his charges 
to he empty of substance with- 
out a scintilla of solid proof,” 
Connick said.
